Pollock  says  the  sum  of  the  historian’s  page  is  expressed  in  the 
single  sentence :  “  He  lived,  he  died.”  Perhaps  some  epigram  as 
terse  might  be  used  to  cover  the  ordinary  events  of  a  small  institu¬ 
tion  like  ours.  The  purling  brook  makes  scarcely  noise  enough, 
as  it  wanders  through  the  soft  meadows,  to  indicate  its  presence. 
Were  it  not  for  the  smiling  beauty  of  the  banks  lying  in  the  golden 
sunlight,  we  might  miss  it  altogether.  Thus  our  Home,  in  its  quiet 
seclusion,  performs  its  work  so  gently,  so  unheralded,  that  it  well 
may  escape  the  notice  of  the  outside  world.  Yet  we  believe  that 
its  unostentatious  labor  does  much  to  introduce  some  marks  of 
freshness  and  beauty  into  the  lives  of  the  few  old  ladies  for  whom 
we  have  a  care.  The  little  deeds  of  kindness  are  like  the  dews 
that  fall  upon  the  landscape,  making  green  and  bright  the  foliage 
that  else  would  wither,  fade,  and  die. 

There  have  been  sixteen  inmates  during  the  larger  part  of  the 
year.  One  has  died  within  a  few  weeks, —  Mrs.  Hodges,  at  the  age 
of  seventy-five.  Mrs.  Briggs,  who  has  been  with  us  during  nearly 
the  whole  of  our  corporate  existence,  has  left  to  join  her  son,  who 
has  recently  offered  her  a  home  in  Florida. 

The  year  that  has  closed  has  been  marked  by  substantial  tokens 
of  interest  and  good-will.  We  owe  thanks  to  many  friends  for  con¬ 
tributions  of  money  and  articles  of  use  that  have  added  much  to 
the  comfort  and  enjoyment  of  our  family.  A  particular  enumera¬ 
tion  of  these  will  be  found  appended  to  this  report. 

The  question  of  the  'future  support  of  the  Home  is  one  that  has 
been  brought  before  us  with  renewed  force  during  the  year.  We 
have  never  doubted  that 

He  who  has  helped  us  hitherto 
Will  help  us  all  our  journey  through  ; 

but  the  question  of  the  means  has  always  been  left  in  our  hands. 
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We  were  early  met  by  the  announcement  that  the  May  Fair, 
which  through  the  untiring  industry  of  the  ladies  had  been  the 
reliable  source  of  a  large  share  of  our  annual  receipts  for  many 
years,  would  no  longer  be  held.  To  what  source  might  we  look  to 
cover  this  deficiency?  One  plan  suggested  was,  that  each  member 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  should  raise  $100.  To  a  few  favored 
ones,  this  would  be  easy.  But,  for  most  of  us,  it  would  be  simply  out 
of  the  question.  Indeed,  it  is  now  felt  that  the  sum  of  $5.00,  the 
annual  assessment,  is  quite  too  high ;  and  a  wish  has  been  expressed 
that  it  might  be  reduced.  In  one  of  the  meetings  of  the  managers, 
the  question  was  raised  whether  this  might  not  be  done.  We  are 
constantly  confronted  by  the  fact  of  the  business  depression,  which 
hangs  like  a  pall  before  the  face  of  the  community.  Friends  who 
have  hitherto  contributed,  and  who  still  feel  an  interest  in  the 
work,  can  no  longer  continue  their  help. 

It  was  then  asked,  if  it  were  not  possible  to  reduce  the  expenses 
of  the  Home  and  at  the  same  time  not  interfere  with  the  comfort  of 
the  inmates.  A  committee  was  therefore  appointed  to  consider  in 
what  way — if  in  any — it  would  be  possible  to  retrench.  This  com¬ 
mittee  entered  upon  their  work  with  great  care  ;  and  after  faithful 
consideration  reported  that,  in  their  judgment,  a  considerable, sav¬ 
ing  could  be  effected  in  two  ways  :  — 

First,  by  making  the  purchases  of  supplies  for  the  Home  from 
gentlemen  who  were  interested  in  the  benevolent  character  of  the 
institution,  and  who  would  sell  at  cost. 

Second,  by  reducing  the  expenditure  for  wages. 

When  the  Home  was  founded,  it  was  declared  to  be  the  duty  of 
each  inmate  to  assist  in  the  domestic  work.  It  was  believed  that 
the  happiness  of  the  old  ladies  themselves  would  be  enhanced 
thereby,  and  the  labors  of  the  servants  lightened.  The  committee 
recommended  that  this  regulation,  which  had  fallen  into  disuse, 
should  be  again  adopted,  and  the  services  of  the  assistant  matron 
be  dispensed  with. 

When  this  scheme  was  proposed  to  the  matron,  she  said  she 
thought  she  had  not  the  strength  necessary  for  the  increased  labor 
that  would  be  thrown  upon  her.  She  therefore  sent  in  her  resig¬ 
nation,  to  take  effect  on  the  10th  of  April.  This  had  not  been 
expected ;  but  her  decision  was  declared  to  be  absolute,  and  so  was 
accepted.  She  had  been  the  matron  for  six  years — the  whole  term 
of  our  residence  in  this  building ;  and  the  managers  desire  to 
place  upon  record  their  appreciation  of  all  that  she  has  done  for 
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the  comfort  of  the  inmates  and  the  welfare  of  the  Home.  The 
committee  appointed  to  secure  the  services  of  a  new  matron  have 
engaged  Mrs.  Ward, —  a  lady  who  comes  with  the  highest  recom¬ 
mendations  for  character  and  efficiency ;  and  she  has  already 
entered  upon  her  work.  She  is  willing  to  try  to  carry  out'  the 
recommendations  of  the  Retrenchment  Committee ;  and,  if  she 
receives  our  hearty  co-operation,  it  is  hoped  and  believed  that  she 
will  be  successful.  If  so,  the  expenses  for  the  coming  year  may 
be  reduced  several  hundred  dollars.  She  labors  under  many  dis¬ 
advantages,  and  may  not  be  able  to  carry  out  the  plans  fully. 
But  it  is  worth  while  to  try ;  and  we  trust  she  will  succeed. 

The  thanks  of  the  corporation  are  due  to  Mr.  Edward  B.  Rey¬ 
nolds,  for  undertaking  to  provide  for  religious  services  in  the  Home 
each  Sunday  afternoon  during  the  year.  It  is  a  grateful  duty  for 
the  managers  to  place  upon  record  their  hearty  appreciation  of 
the  service  he  has  so  kindly  rendered.  We  desire  also,  most  cor¬ 
dially  to  recognize  the  great  kindness  of  Miss  Louisa  M.  Libby, 
in  coming  every  Sunday  afternoon,  undeterred  by  wind  or  storm,  to 
assist  in  the  service  by  playing  upon  the  organ. 

Our  thanks  are  due  and  most  heartily  given  to  the  friends  who 
have  preached,  —  to  Mr.  Cobb,  of  the  Boston  Home  Journal,  for  help 
in  various  ways;  to  the  good  physician,  Dr.  Streeter,  for  his  con¬ 
tinued  ministrations  to  the  sick;  to  the  ladies,  Misses  Lilia  Nichols, 
Tucker,  James,  Griffiths,  Bumstead,  Williams,  Leavitt,  Harrington, 
and  Daniels,  who,  by  their  cheerful  presence  in  the  rooms  of 
the  inmates,  and  by  their  thoughtful  kindness  in  reading  to  them, 
have  beguiled  many  an  hour  that  else  had  been  full  of  weariness 
and  unrest,  and  to  the  large  number  of  friends  who  have  helped 
by  word  and  deed  to  carry  on  this  work. 

When  the  institution  was  incorporated,  it  was  stated  to  be  one 
of  the  objects  of  the  corporation  to  look  after  the  interests  of 
needy  children.  During  the  last  few  years,  this  part  of  the  work 
has  been  neglected.  This  has  arisen  from  circumstances  that 
could  not  be  foreseen.  We  wish  it  to  be  understood,  however, 
that  we  do  not  mean  to  be  forgetful  of  this  part  of  our  duty ;  and 
we  here  declare  it  to  be  our  purpose  to  add  the  care  of  children 
to  our  work  when  circumstances  shall  again  be  favorable.

IN  THE  YEAR  ONE  THOUSAND  EIGHT  HUNDRED  AND  FIFTY-SIX. 

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Children’s  Home  and  Home  for  Aged 

Females  in  Roxbury. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives ,  in  General 
Court  assembled ,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same ,  as  follows : 

Section  i.  James  Ritchie,  John  Rogers,  Charles  K.  Dillaway,  and 
James  Waldock,  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  cor¬ 
poration  by  the  name  of  the  Children’s  Home  and  Home  for  Aged 
Females  in  Roxbury,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  destitute  children 
and  aged  females,  and  affording  a  temporary  home  for  the  same,  with  all 
the  powers  and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  liabilities  set  forth  in  the 
forty-fourth  chapter  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Sect.  2.  Said  corporation  may  take  and  hold  real  estate  not  exceed¬ 
ing  the  value  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  estate  not  exceed¬ 
ing  the  value  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  for  the  aforesaid  charitable 
purposes. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

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BY-LAWS 


ADOPTED  APRIL  24,  1877. 


ARTICLE  I. 

MEMBERS. 

« 

The  corporation  shall  be  composed  of  the  persons  named  in  the  act, 
and  of  all  such  persons  as  shall  have  received,  at  any  legal  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  a  majority  of  votes  cast  at  such  meeting,  and 
shall  pay  such  sum  as  shall  be  voted  as  the  annual  assessment.  His 
membership  shall  continue  only  so  longas  he  shall  pay  the  annual  assess¬ 
ment. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  the  corporation,  under  the  name  of  the  “  Board  of 
Managers,”  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer, 
Secretary,  Auditor,  and  twenty-five  other  persons,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot 
at  the  annual  meeting,  and  to  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and  until 
others  shall  be  chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead. 

ARTICLE  III. 

MEETINGS. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation  shall  be  holden  on  the  fourth 
Tuesday  of  April;  and  the  Board  of  Managers  may  call  special  meetings 
of  the  corporation  whenever  in  their  opinion  expedient  or  desirable ; 
and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  call  them  whenever  requested  in  writing  so 
to  do  by  twenty  members.  Notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting 
may  be  given  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  in  the  city  at  least 
four  days  previous  to  the  meeting. 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  on  the  third 
T uesday  of  every  month,  at  such  place  and  hour  as  they  shall  direct ;  and 
special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  President,  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent,  or  Committee  for  the  month.  Notices  of  such  special  meetings 
shall  state  the  object  for  which  they  are  called.  Six  members  shall  con¬ 
stitute  a  quorum.  The  Board  are  authorized  to  fill  for  the  remainder  of 
the  current  year  all  vacancies  in  the  Board,  or  in  any  of  the  other  offices. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

MANAGERS. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  the  entire  government  and  control 
of  the  Home,  and  of  the  general  business  and  property  of  the  association. 
They  may  choose  committees  from  their  own  members  to  perform  any 
special  duties.  They  shall  have  full  power  to  take  any  measures  which 
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they  may  deem  expedient  for  encouraging  subscriptions,  donations,  and 
bequests  to  the  corporation  ;  and  they  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the 
corporation,  on  the  Treasurer’s  accounts  and  on  the  general  state  of  the 
Home,  and  give  an  abstract  of  their  doings  for  the  year. 

ARTICLE  V. 

VISITING  COMMITTEE. 

* 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  one  or  more  from  the  Board  of  Man¬ 
agers  for  every  month,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  the  Home  at  least 
once  a  week,  ascertain  all  needs,  make  fitting  suggestions,  give  orders  for 
necessary  purchases,  and  submit  their  report  at  the  succeeding  monthly 
meeting. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  charge  and  care  of  the  finances,  shall 
receive  all  moneys  due,  and  shall  pay  all  bills  which  have  been  approved 
by  the  Auditor.  He  shall  render  an  account  annually  to  the  corporation 
and  quarterly  to  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

ADMISSION  OF  INMATES. 

Preference  shall  be  given  to  those  applicants  who  are  residents  of  that 
part  of  Boston  formerly  known  as  Roxbury. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

LIFE  MEMBERS. 

Any  person  who  shall  contribute  the  sum  of  $50  may  become  a  life 
member  by  a  vote  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

SECRETARY. 

The  Secretary  shall  notify  and  attend  all  meetings  of  the  corporation 
and  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  keep  a  distinct  record  of  the 
doings  of  each. 

ARTICLE  X. 

DONATIONS. 

All  sums  received  by  the  Association  as  donations  or  bequests,  unless 
the  donor  or  testator  shall  otherwise  prescribe,  and  all  moneys  collected, 
including  subscriptions,  may  be  applied  to  the  current  expenses  of  the 
institution,  or  to  create  or  increase  a  permanent  fund,  or  be  otherwise 
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invested  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

AMENDMENTS. 

The  foregoing  By-Laws  may  be  altered,  amended,  or  added  to  by  a  vote 
of  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  at  any  legal  meeting  of  the  cor¬ 
poration, —  notice  having  been  given  of  the  change  proposed  in  the  call 
for  said  meeting.
